■ The report lor J'JllJ of the Uegisi rar-Cleneral of 
England and Walea givea the cancer death-rate 
as 1,01!) per million as eoinpaicil witli iMCi lor liill 
and !»;»'J for the live years ending with 1D1»). Near- 
ly every important registration office in the world 
reports a higher cancer death-rate every year-. 
The assiim]»ti<)ii nnist not he loo ipiiekly maiie, 
however, that eaneer ilseU is increasing al such 
a rate as to cause alarm. .Many authorities hold 
that the recordeil inerea.se is the result of iniprove- 
ments iu medii'al and statistical seienee. IMiysi- 
c'ians aud surgeons now recognize ob.seure disea.ses 
as cancer and correctly ascribe to this cause many 
deaths that in former y. ars Vound their way into 
general or uncertain cl.issilicat ions. 

Since the only hope of curing cancer lies in its 
•arly recognition and treatment, the question of 
whether or not the disease is on the increase is 
.relatively unimportant, iu 11)12, 4G,o:il deaths 
..Recorded in the registration ai'ea of the 
United States as duo to cancer and other malig- 
nant tumors. This inelndrs about <i<' per cent of 
the population, it is ihcrelore evident that there 
were in 1912 about 75,000 deaths from cancer in 
the entire United States, as eompared with pcr- 
hap.s twice as many Ifom tuberculosis and onc- 
fifth as many from typhoid fever.
